The auspicloua rircumstlnces. under 
which you wilt cymmence the duties ol 
the present aetsion, will lighten the bur­ 
then, inseparable from thé J^igh truat 
committed to you.—>The fi-uits of tht 
earth have been unnsually abundant ; 
commerce ha« flourished ; the revenue 
has exceeded the most favorable antici­ 
pation, and peace a n J^ ity are preserv­ 
ed with foreign nations, on conditions 
juat and honorable to our coimiry. 
For 
theM inestimable bleasinga* we cannot 
but be grateful to that Providence which 
watches over the deütiniea of nationa. 


As the term limited i'or the operation 
of the commercial Convention with 
Great-Britain will expire early in tke 
month of July next, and it was deemed 
important that there aheuld be no inter* 
val, during which* that portion of our 
commerce which waa provided for by 
that convention should not be regulated, 
either by arrangement between the two 
government»- or by the authority of Con* 
greaa« the Minieter of the United Statea 
at London wat instructed« early in the 
last Mmmer, to invito the attention of 
the British Government to the subject, 
with a view to.that object 
He was in- 
atrtKted to propose, also, that the nego« 
tlation which it waa wiahed to open, 
might extend to the general commerce 
of the two couotrica, and to every other 
intereat and unsettled difference between 
them ; particularly those relating to im- 
preasment« the fiaheriea« and boundariea« 
in the hope that an arrangement might 
be made* on principlea of reciprocal ad­ 
vantage« which might comprehend« and 
provite in a aatiafactory manner», for all 
theiM high concerna*— I have the latia- 
faction to etate, that the proposal waa 
received« by the British Government« in 
the spirit which prompted it ; and that a 
négociation has been opened at London« 
embracing all these objects. 
On full 
consideraflon of the great extent and 
magnitude of the trust, it was thought 
proper te commit it to not les« than two 
of our distinguished citiseas, and, in 
consequence« the Envoy Extraordinary 
and Minister Plenipotentiary of the U. S. 
at Paris, has been associated with our 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Pleni­ 
potentiary at London ; to both of whom 
corresponding instructions have been 
given, and they are now engaged io the 
diaeharge of its duties. 
It is proper to 
add, that, to prevent any inconvenience 
l esulting from the delay incident to a 
négociation oo so many important aub* 
lecia. it was agreed, before entering on 
it« that the exiating convention ahould be 
continued for a term not less than eight 
yeara. 


Our relationa with Spaia remain near­ 
ly in the aame srate in which they were 
at the close of the last session. 
The 
convention of 1803, providing for the 
adjustment of a certain portion of the- 
clainis of our citiaens for i»juriea aus* 
tained by spo*!iati(in, and ao long aus- 
pended by the Spanish governmenti haa 
at length been ratiRed by it ; but no ar* 
ruogenicnt has yet been made for the 
payment of another pot iion of lil^e claims« 
not lesH extensive or well founded, or 
for other claï>^i^s uf cliirus, or for the 
setilement of boui daries.

This eonniry had, In foct, become the 
theatre of every apecle» of lawleas ad­ 
venture. 
W ith little population of its 
own, the Spenish authorhy almost ex­ 
tinct, and the colonial govemmrnta in a 
state of revoltttieny having no pretension 
lo it«and sufficiently employed in their, 
own concerns it was, in a great mea- 
aure, derelict, and the object o^ cupidity, 
to every adventurer. 
A system ofbuc- 
caneeridf; was rapidly organixini; over it, 
which menaced, in its con^r.qiu-nces, the 
lawful rommeiüc; of every natim, and 
particularly of the United States ; while 
it presented a temptulion lu every p«o> 
ple.oii whose seduction its suecess prin­ 
cipally depended. 
In rrgaid o the U- 
nited '^tates, the pernicmos tffcci of ihis 
unlawful combination, was not cni^fined 
to the ocean ; the Indian rribea have 
constituted ihe effective force in Florida* 
W ith these tribes these adventurer» had 
formed, at an early period, a conn«;ciion, 
with a view to avail themaelve» of that 
force to promote their osm projects of 
accnnaiilation and aggraodlaement. 
li 
is to t|ie interference of soma of these 
adventnrerSf in mbrepresenting the 
claims and titles of the Indiana to land, 
and in practiaing on their aavage pro« 
penalties, that the Seminole war i» prin­ 
cipally to be traced. 
Men who thua 
eonnect ihemaelvea with aavage commu­ 
nities, and atimuljite them te war which 
ia a lw i^ attended on their part wl.h acts 
of barbarity the most shocking, deserve 
to be viewed in a worse light than the 
savagea. 
They would certainly have no 
claim to an immunity from tho punish­ 
ment« whlchi accor^ng to the rules of 
warfare practised by the savages« might 
juetly he Inflicted oo the aavages, them­ 
selves. 


If the embarraaamenta of Spain pre­ 
vented her from meking an indemnity 
to our citisene, for so long a time« from 
Imr treasury« for their losses of apoilia* 
tion, and otherwise, it waa alwaya in her 
power to.have provided it, by the cession 
of thie territory. 
O f thia. her govern­ 
ment haa beeo repeatedly apprised ; and 
the cession was the more to be antici 
pated, as Spain must have known that,in 
ceding it, she would, in effect,cede what 
had become of little value to her, and 
would likewise relieve hereelf from the 
important obligation aecnred by the 
treaty o< I79S, and all other compromit- 
menta reapecting it. 
If the United 
States, from consideration of these em­ 
barrassments, declined pressing their 
clairtis in a spirit of hostility« the aiotive 
ought, at least, to have been duly eppre- 
euted by the government of Spain. 
It 
is well known to her government, that 
other powers have made to the United 
Sûtes an indemnity for like lossea, aus- 
Uined by their citisons at thaaame epoch. 


There is, ncverihelaea, a limit beyond 
which, this spirit of amity and forbear, 
ance can. In no inalaniee be justifled. 
If 
it waa p^per, to rely oo amicable nego­ 
tiation, lor an indemnity for leases, it 
would not have been so, to have permit­ 
ted the inability of Spain to fulfil her eu- 
|(agementa^ and to sustain her anthority 
in the Floridaa« to be perverted by fo- 
reig;n adventurera and savages, to pur­ 
poses »o destructive to the lives ofonr 
fellow-citisens, and the highest interests 
of the Uitued .States. The right of self 
dclence never cca»ea. 
It is among the 
most sacred, and alike necessary to na> 
tioiis and to individuals. 
And, whethet 
the attack be mad» by Spoin, heraelf, or 
by those who abuse her power, its obli­ 
gation is not the less strong. 
The inva­ 
dere of Amelia Island had assumed a 
popular and respected title, under which 
they might approach and wound us. As 
their object was distinctly seen, and the 
duty imposed on the Executive, by an 
existing law« was profoundly felt, that 
mask was not permitted to protect them. 
It waa thought incumbent on the United 
Statea, to suppress the establiahment, 
and it waa accordingly done 
The com­ 
bination in Florida, for the unlawful pur­ 
pose» stated, tlie acis perpetrated by that 
combination, and, abpve all, tke incite­ 
ment of the Indians, to massacre our 
follow«cltixens, of every age, and of both 
sexes, merited a like treatment, and re­ 
ceived it. 
In pursuing the»e savages to 
an imaginary line, in the woods, it would 
have been the height of folly to have auf- 
fered that line to protect them. 
Had 
that been done, the war wouM never 
cease 
Even if the territory had been, 
excl,uklvely, that of Spain, and her pow­ 
er complete over it, we had a righti by 
the !avf of nations, to follow the enemy 
on it, and to subdue him there. 
But the 
terrlioiy belonged,in a certain sense, at 
lea^t, to the savsge enemy who inhabited 
it, the i^wer of Spain had ceaacd to ex­ 
ist over if. and protection was aought, 
under her title, by those who had com­ 
mitted oa Qur citisene hO(^itiei| w|ucb

It gives me plea- 
sute to atate that the govemoMnte of 
Bueno* Ayrea and> Venesuela, whose 
namea wci-e assumed, have explicitly 
discUlmed all pa> ticipation in those 
measures, and even the knowledge of 
them, until communicated by tiiia go ' 
vernmentf and have also exnrcs.^d their 
satisfaction, ibat a course of proceeding 
had been »uppressed, which, if justly 
imputable to them, would dishonor their 
csu>o. 


In anthorising Msjor General Jackson 
lo en vr Floiida, in pursuit ol tne i>enii- 
Bute», care wa» taken not to encroach on 
tbe rights of Spaui 
i regret to have to 
add, that, in executing; this order, fucta 
were disclosed, respecting *be conduct 
of the officer» of ^ in , in authority 
there, in eticuuraKing the war, furnikh- 
ing muriitioii!» ul war, and other sup* 
ptie» lo can y it on, und in other acts not 
l0 à.> mai ked, waich cvinced their pai ti* 
cipaiion III the iiostile purpoaea of that 
cuw binaiion. and justified the confidence 
With which i. iitspired the »avagea, that

A conduct »o mcompatible with: 
I to friendly relationa existing between

Although the reasons which induced 
Major General Jjckson to take these 
poets wer« duly appreciated, them was, 
nevertheless, no Hésitation in deciding 
on the course which it became the go­ 
vernment to pursue. 
As there was rea- 
aon to believe that the commanders uf 
these posts bud violated their instruc­ 
tions, there was no disposition to im­ 
pute to their government a conduct so 
unprovoked and boatilc* 
An order was 
lo consrquence leaned to the geneial in 
cosMnand there, to deliver the posts i 
Pensecola, unconditionally to any person 
duly authorised to receive it ; and St. 
Marks, which ia in the heart of the In­ 
dian country, on the errival of a com­ 
petent force M defend iiegainat those 
savagea and their naaocMo«* 


In entering Florida to aupprase this 
combinatfon, no idea waa enteruuned of 
hostility to Spain, nnd, however justifia­ 
ble the commanding general wet* in 
consequence of the misconduct of the 
.Spanish officers, in entering St Marks 
and Pensecola, to terminate it, by prov­ 
ing to the savagea and tbclr associates, 
that they should not be prelected, even 
there ; yet, the amicable relationa ex­ 
isting between the United Sûtes and 
Spain could not be altered by that act 
alone , By ordering the reati;ution of 
the posts« those relations were preaerv* 
ed. 
To a change of them, the power of 
the Executive is deemed incomptient«» 
It is vested in Congress only. 


Uÿ this measure, so promptly uken« 
due re spect was ahewn to thefovcrn* 
ment ol Spain. 
The misconduci of her 
officers has not been imputed to her — 
She was enabled to review with candor 
her relations witn the United StaUa. and 
her own aituatioo, particularly in res- 
pecttO|the territory in question, with 
the dangers inseparable from it ; and, 
regarding the lo»:,«.» we have sustained« 
for which indemnity has bee|^. ao long 
withheld, and the injuriea % e have 
suffered through that teiritory, and her 
means uf redress, she was likewise en­ 
abled to take, with honor, the course 
best calculated to do justice to the Unit­ 
ed States, and to promote her own wel­ 
fare. 


Copies of the instructions to the com­
